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Remarks 

The Examiner has rejected claims 14. 15, 17 and 18 under 35 U.S.C. 112. second 
paragraph as being indefinite. The Examiner has found the term "shelf in claim 14, line 6, and 
"the wall" in claim 14, line 20 to be ambiguous. Applicant has amended the claim to resolve the 
ambiguities. In claims 17 and 18. in which the Examiner has found insufficient antecedent 
basis for "the display indicia", the dependency of the claims has been corrected from claim 16 
to claim 15, which provides the required antecedent basis. 

The Examiner has also objected to the drawings or failure to show the indicia located 
within the dome as recited in claims 16-18. While it is believed that such indicia, which may be in 
the form of a display card 48 is thus shown in the drawings, Applicant amends the specification to 
add the reference to indicia also on the forward-face of rear wall 34, identifying such indicia as 
"indicia 58". No new matter has been added by such amendment. 

Passage to allowance is solicited.
